^ too  familiar  and  possibly  too 
‘leavy  for  the  fairy  fantasy. 


I Actual  work  on  the  score  be- 
:kan  in  October.  The  goal  of  both 
fnen  was  to  make  the  orchestra 
in  integral  part  of,  the  produc- 

pon. 

TO  ACCOMPLISH  this.  Dr. 
Bradshaw  dropped  his  usual  20th 
Century  style,  for  a baroque 
et>-le  like  that  of  an  Elizabethan 
Court  Orchestra. 

The  script  called  for  special  in- 
struments and  effects.  Many 
horns  were  required  causing,  a 
balance  problem  with  the  smal- 
-ler  amount  of  strings.  Animal 
land  forest  sounds  also  had  to  be 
lixluded. 

THE  SCORE  WAS  written  for 
an  orchestra  of  fifteen  instru- 
ments with  36  separate  numbers, 
;20  of  which  are  quite  substantial.

THE  FIRST  recollected  impres 
Sion  of  Max  Reinhardt’s  famed 
production  of  the  play  is  usually 
one  of  ethereal  spirits,  clad  in 
white,  dancing  to  Mendelssohn. 

The  spirits  have  returned  i 
the  University  production,  but 
now  will  be  dancing  to  music 
created  especially  for  this  pro- 
duction by  Dr.  Merrill  Bradshaw 
in  dance  sequences  choreo- 
graphed by  Robert  Oliphant. 

THE  PLAY  rejoices  in  its  stag- 
gering weight  of  four  separate 
plots.  One  involves  preparations 
for  the  marriage  of  Theseus  Uip- 
polyta,  a second  the  machinations 
of  the  wood  denizens,  Oberon  and 
Titania  and  their  court,  the 
“play”  the  mechanics  are  rehears 
ing  in  the  vyoods  and  the  love 
“quadrangle”  which  makes  the 
play  a fair  approximation  of  a 
bowl  of  spaghetti  until  the  happy 
ending. 

Dr.  Charles  Metten  is  directing 
this  production,  one  of  the  most 
elaborate  of  the  season.  The  cos- 
tumes have  been  designed  by 
Beverlv  Warner. 

OF  SPECIAL  interest  in  this 
play  will  be  the  set  designed  by 
Charles  Henson.  Robert  Struthers 
will  be  the  technical  director  and 
the  scenic  artist  is  Solomon 
Aranda. 

Featured  in  the  roles  of  the 
lovers  will  be  Lynn  Carr  as  Hel- 
ena. Dale  Stirling  as  Hermia,  and 
Richard  Walsh  as  Demetrius. 
Terry  Shellenberger  will  appear 
as  Lysander,  while  Joel  Justesen 
is  Theseus,  and  Linda  Smith  is 
Hippolyta.

■Tornadoes  and  vicious  winds 
ripped  across  the  lower  Midwest 
Wednesday.  One  twister  demol- 
ished a one-room  schoolhouse  in 
Southeast  Missouri,  injuring  the 
teacher  and  13  children. 

A TORNADO  ripped  to  pieces 
the  small  frame  schoolhouse  at 
Clubb,  Mo.  William  Meador,  the 
teacher,  said  “all  my  children 
were  hurt . . . some  are  hurt  pret- 
ty bad.” 

A steel  bookcase  full  of  books 
fell  and  pinned  down  two  chil- 
dren, and  a boy  was  trapped  un- 
der one  side  of  the  schoolhouse. 
The  teacher  and  less  seriously 
injured  pupils  freed  the  trapped 
children  from  the  debris. 

AIRLINES  REPORTED  flights 
were  being  delayed  in  Iowa. 
Buses  and  trains  ran  behind 
schedule.  The  Towa  Highway 
Commission  reported  extremely 
hazardous  driving  conditions  in 
southern  Iowa,  where  a 4-inch 
snowfall  was  expected. 

A driving  rainstorm  ahead  of 
the  snow  was  blamed  for  a spec- 
tacular truck  - gasoline  tanker 
collision  on  a Detroit  express- 
way. One  man  died  in  the  flaming 
wreckage. 

IN  THE  WAKE  of  the  storm 
which  dumped  up  to  5 feet  of 
snow  in  the  Rockies,  bitterly  cold 
weather  cut  deep  into  the  nation. 
The  mass  of  icy  air  extended 
from  central  Canada  into  Texas. 

Snow  fell  as  far  east  as  Mich- 
igan and  there  were  thunder 
storms  deep  into  Dixie. 
CHICAGO  GOT  an  inch  of 


rain.  Kansas  City  measured  hail 
stones  the  size  of  golf  balls. 

Michigan’s  rain  and  snow  help- 
ed ease  the  forest  fire  danger.  A 
blaze  near  the  state  capital  of 
Lansing  Tuesday  charred  600 
acres  of  grassland. 

BUT  THE  SNOW  produced 
misery  in  Colorado,  where  an 
avalanche  caused  a temporary 
closing  of  a mile-long  segment  of 
highway  in  Wolf  Creek  pass.  At 


least  three  traffic  deaths  were 
I blamed  on  the  snow. 

I The  blizzard-like  storm  cut  vis-- 
, ibility  to  half  a mile  in  parts  of 
Nebraska  and  Iowa.  Thirty  mile- 
per-hour- winds  fanned  the  snow 
into  drifts.  Cheyenne,  Wyo.,  and 
Goodland,  Kan.,  each  (xllected  2 
inches  of  snow  in  six  hours.

Political  undercurrents  have  suggested 
it  for  weeks,  but  formal  nominations  and 
lapel  cards  now  make  the  1964  studeiitbody 
elections  official. 

With  this  focus  on  student  government,  a 
comment  on  this  year’s  performance  by  stu- 
dent officers  is  in  order.

As  vehicles  for  this  task — a student 
opinion  committee  and  personal  effort.  (3)

Sift  together  the  flour  .soda  and  salt 
Cream  butter  or  margarine  in  mixer 
bowl.  Gradually  add  sugar,  creaming 
well.  Blend  in  egg,  sour  cream  and  va- 
nilla. Add  dry  ingredients,  mixing  well. 
Remove  half  the  dough  from  bowl.  Add 
cocoa  to  remainder  mixing  thoroughly. 
Chill  for  easier  handling — Roll  out  to 
1/8  inch  thickness.  Cut  with  3 inch ' 
cutter  or  large  mouth  jar  lid.  Bake  on 
ungreased  cookie  sheets  at  375  degrees 
for  S to  10  minutes.  Cool.  Frost  with 
pastel  frosting.  Decorate  with  marsh- 
mellow  easter  bunnies.  Makes  4 dozen 
caster  bunny  cookies. 

Pretty  Pastel  Frosting 

Place  1/4  cup  soft  butter  or  margar- 
ine, 1/8  teaspoon  salt  and  1 teaspoon 
vanilla  in  mixer  bowl;  cream  well.  Add 
2 cups  sifted  confectioners  sugar  alter- 
nately with  2 to  3 tablespoons  hot  cream. 
Tint  pink,  yellow  or  green  with  5 to  6 
drops  food  coloring.  Beat  until  of  spread- 
ing consistency. 

Marshmallow  Easter  Bunnies 

Cut  large  size  marshmallows  into 
thirds.  Use  2 pieces  for  bunny's  body. 
Cut  ears  and  tail  from  third  piece.  Ar- 
range on  frosted  cookies.  To  cut  marsh- 
mallows easily,  dip  scissors  in  hot  water. 


Easter  celebration  since  the  de- 
velopment of  Christianity.  The 
egg  was  taken  as  a symbol  of 
the  tomb  from  which  Christ 
emerged  and  it  became  tradition- 
al to  bless  and  eat  eggs  at  Easter 
time. 

The  custom  of  coloring  eggs 
also  goes  back  many  years. 
Roots,  herbs,  berries,  seeds  and 
flowers  provided  pigment  stains 
for  every  color  of  the  rainbow. 
The  first  colored  eggs  were  red 
and  as  time  passed  other  colors 
w«*e  added. 

Today,  of  course,  the  ordinary 
person  does  not  need  to  go  out 
into  the  woods,  berry  basket  in 
hand,  to  find  colors  for  his  eggs, 
All  he  need  do  is  venture  into  the 
supeiTnarket,  market  basket  in 
hand,  and  buy  the  coloring. 

To  color  eggs,  start  with  clean 
white  eggs  and  simmer  them 
gently  for  twenty  minutes  in 
water  to  cover.  Plunge  them  into 
cold  water.  Drain  them  and  let 
them  dry  in  the  air.  Then  follow 
the  dyeing  instructions  on  the  kit, 

To  make  the  bunny  in  the  pic- 
ture follow  this  recipe: 

1 cup  corn  starch 
1/2  cup  cold  water 

2 cups  table  salt 
2/3  cup  cold  water 

Mix  salt  and  water  in  a saucepan. 
Place  over  low  heat,  stirring  constantly 
for  3 to  4 minutes  until  the  mixture  is 
heated.  Remove  pan  from  heat.  Immed- 
iately mix  com  starch  and  1/2  cup  cold 
water  and  add  all  at  once  to  hot  salt 
water  mixture.  Stir  quickly.  The  mixture 
should  thicken  to  the  consLstency  of  stiff 
dough.  Makes  1 3/4  pounds.
